CONTRACT TO ESTABLISH DISTRICT CENTER FOR 


LIBRARY SERVICES TO THE HANDICAPPED 


THIS AGREEMENT, made and executed this 16th gay of February 


1978 __by and between Indiana State Library, the party of the first part, and 
Fort Wayne Public Library , Fort Wayne, Indiana , the party 
of the second part, is to establish and define the obligations of the con- 
tracting parties in their joint undertaking to provide library services to 
the Physically Handicapped. 
WITNESSETH THAT: 

WHEREAS, Public Law 89-511, Library Services and Construction Act, Title 
WB, entitled, Library Services to the Physically Handicapped, provides that 
the several states, including the State of Indiana, shall share in Federal 
funds provided under the terms of said Act and made avaiJable to the states 
at such times and in such amounts, and subject to such conditions as the 
Congress shall determine, providing that each state wishing to participate in 
the distribution of such Federal funds prepares and secures approval of the 
Office of Education, Department of Health, Education, and Welfare, Washington, 
D, C. of a State Plan for administering such funds;'"' and 

WHEREAS, Indiana State Library, the State Agency responsible for pre- 
paring such a State Plan has prepared a plan and secured Its approval by the 
Library and Historical Board, the Office of the Attorney General of Indiana, 
and by the Office of Education, Department of Health, Education, and Welfare, 
Washington, D. C. and 

WHEREAS, the Library and Historical Board has approved a project for 
decentralizing the library services now administered by the Division of the 
Physically Handicapped, Indiana State Library into eight district systems, 
seven of which will be administered by Public Librarfles and one of which 
will be administered by the Division of the Physically Handicapped, Indtana 
State Library, and 

WHEREAS, the Library of Congress has informed the Indiana State Library 
that the library materials now provided to Indiana State Library for distribu- 
tion to the Blind and Physically Handicapped will hereafter be distributed in 
such quantities and to such District Centers as the State Library shall deter- 


mine without any costs whatsoever as in the past; 
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NOW THEREFORE, it is mutually understood and agreed that the party of 


the first part will establish a District Center at Fort Wayne - 


the party of the second part; shall secure from the Library of Congress 
whatever library materials shall be required by the party of the second 

part without cost to either of the parties to this agreement, and shall pay 
to the party of the second part one-seventh of all monies which shall be 
received during fiscal year 19% under the provisions of Title IVB, Library 
Services and Construction Act, Public Law 89-51], to defray in part the 
personnel and administrative costs to be experienced by the party of the 
second part in administering and publicizing this program of library services 
to the handicapped. 

AND IT 1S FURTHER, mutually understood and agreed that the party of the 
second part will receive, secure and properly maintain all library materials 
provided to it under this program of library service to the handicapped; that 
it will provide the necessary personnel to properly administer the program 
and that it will maintain records and furnish to the party of the first part 
no later than the 5th day of April, July, October, and January reports of 
circulation, number of patrons served and operating costs for the preceding 
calendar quarter; and that it will provide this special library service to 
all eligible physically handicapped persons who apply and who reside in the

I am sending this letter to confirm the following recommendations which I 
made to you verbally at the end of my visit to Fort Wayne in connection with 
the study of the branch requirements of the Fort Wayne Public Library: 


Recommendation #1 
Acquire a branch site in, or as close as possible to, the Georgetown Shop- 
ing Center in the northeast area. 


Recommendation #2 
Acquire a branch site in the southeast area near the Casselwood Shopping 
Center, in the vicinity of Hessen Cassel Road and Paulding Road. 


Recommendation £3 


Acquire a branch site in the southwest area in, or as close as possible to, 
the Waynedale Shopping Center. 


In the meantime, rent the vacant former Post Office building to provide a 
temporary branch library. 


Recommendation fined 


Aequire a branch site in the northwest area near the West State Plaza Shop- 
ping Center, in the vicinity of State Street and Sherman Boulevard. The 
present Little Turtle Branch should be retained until a new branch is built 
at the proposed location. 


Recommendation #5 


Acquire a branch site in either the Southgate Shopping Center or the Rudisill- 
Calhern Shopping Center. The former is the larger and to be preferred. The 
present Shawnee Branch should be retained (unless better facilities can be 
rented in one of the shopping centers mentioned) until the proposed new li- 
brary is completed. 


Recommendation #6 


Continue to operate the Pontiac Branch until a better location can be found 
in this general area. 


Recommendation #7 


Continue to operate the present Tecumseh Branch.

Recommendation #8 


Purchase the YWCA building (erected in 1912), the adjacent land and the old 
frame house to provide space for future expansion of the Main Library. It 

would also be desirable to obtain the other property in this block, if pos- 
sible.

Purchase the Fire Station and the Alamo Apartment across Webster Street 
from the Main Library to provide additional parking space. 


These recommendations will be incorporated in the final report, which should 
be completed in approximately six weeks.

INTRODUCTION 


The petitioners submit the following statistical informa- 
tion in support of the establishment of a Branch Library in the Wayne- 
dale Area, to assist in showing the great need which has existed for 
some time. In using the term Waynedale, the petitioners refer to the 
Southwest Part of Fort Wayne, bounded on the North by Brooklyn Avenue 
and on the West by the Covington Road, and on the South by the Wells 
County Line, and on the East by the St. Mary's River or Calhoun Street. 
This large populated area is not served by a Branch Library; yet it 
really has more than enough population to warrant establishment of 
such a branch, and the area is growing and developing at a tremendous 
rate. This community which the proposed branch would serve is more 
particularly described as to community characteristics and specific 
statistics as follows: 

(a) Population: Since the United States Census is taken 
only every ten years, and since they are not broken down by the area 
embraced in this petition, reliable population statistics must neces- 
sarily be deducted from such reliable statistical data as is presently 
available. Fort Wayne City Planning Commission in employing techniques, 
placed the 1966 area population at 25,178 as previously stated, and 
their projection to 1985 placed the population at 41,599, or a 65% 
increase from 1966 to 1985. 

The population projection for the United States Post Office 
for Zip Code 46807 also serves as a reliable source for determining 
growth rate, since this Zip Code Area although not covering the entire 
area which we have suggested the branch would serve, consists en- 
tirely of a proportion of the proposed area to be served. It reflects 
the tremendous past and projected growth in the Southwest quadrat area 


of Fort Wayne.

The survey of the Fort Wayne Metropolitan Area completed in 
1962 by Hammer & Company Associates, economic consultants, Washington, 
D. C. for the Fort Wayne Development Commission, dated March 1, 1962, 
states the population figures for the various districts of the City.

The Hammer and Company Associates economic survey report 
review the decentralization trends and population trends in the City 
Fort Wayne metropolitan community during the years immediately pre- 
ceding March 1, 1962 and comments: 


The Post War shift to the suburbs has occurred in 

Fort Wayne just as in most other growing cities in 

the country. In the decade of the fifties, the 

central city increased its population by only 1,261 
persons, a gain of less than one percent. Significant 
outward shifts occurred within the central city, more- 
over, as the areas within one and one-half miles of 
downtown lost more than 6,300 persons during the period, 
a loss of about 10% over 1950.... 


The rather insignificant increase in the population of 
the central city between 1950 and 1960 is in share con- 
trast to gains which took place in the outlying suburbs. 
As a whole the suburban area surrounding the central 
city...increased its population by almost 39,000 persons 
during this ten year period, a net gain of 146%. The 


population of each of the major sub-areas (northeast, 
southwest, southeast, and northwest) at least doubled 


and in the northeast section increased by three and 
one-half times. Even the more rural parts of the 
county, unserved by municipal services, gained more 
than 8,200 persons (35.1 percent, during this period 
of great population shifts). 


(2) 
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Although the growth and development of the southwest 
guadrant of the city and county has been substanial or doubled as the 
Hammer report states, even these figures do not reflect the full 
srowth story to the southwest. The southwest area will be the next 
to undergo the astonishing growth recently observed in the north. 

The north has developed to the point that new subdivisions are located 
as far as 15 to 20 miles from the city. Such distances are a practi- 
cal impediment to further development as the commuting time to jobs, 
retail stores and other services, is already a problem. It is only 
natural and experience has proven that development of a city in variou 
directions tends to even itself out over a period of years unless, of 
course, there are natural or artificial barriers existing in one or 
more directions. Such barriers do exist to the east of the city in 
the form of the east and heavy industries, such as International 
harvester, Zollner Piston Corp., Magnavox, Phelps-Dodge, etc. Thus 
future development to the east is barred. However, no such barriers 
exist toward the south and southwest, and, in fact, there exist many 
fatures which naturally attract industrial, commercial and residen- 
tial development. For example, in the southwest quadrant, approximate- 
ly nine miles southwest of Downtown Fort Wayne, between Route 1 and 3, 
and three miles south of immediate trading area of Waynedale, is the 
Fort Wayne Municipal Airport, Baer Field, which is capable of handling 
the largest jet airplanes. Much industrial growth is expected on the 
land surrounding the airport. Such development in turn bringsresi- 
dential development. Already, an automotive manufacturer is planning 
a huge plant designed to employ 3,500 people. Such development in 
turn brings residential development. Hundreds of units of apartments 
have been built within the last five years and many more are being 
planned, Also new subdivisions are being planned and built. 

The construction of the Baer Field Freeway will soon be a 
reality. It will join Baer Field to other parts of the city which 
will reduce travel to and from the airport to a matter of minutes. 
Contracts to extend trunk sewers to the Baer Field Area have also 
been let. 

(b) Number of Schools and School Enrollment as of year 1967: 


The area to be served by the Branch Library contains one 
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high school with a second under construction, four junior high 
schools and eight elementary schools. Recent enrollment figures 
as provided by school officials are as follows:

The school enrollment figures indicate that the school en- 
rollment in the area have increased 316% from 1950-1 to 1969-70 
school years. The fact that this rapid growth is expected to continue 
is evidenced by the fact that there are presently plans to add four 
new junior high and eleven elementary schools to the area to be 
served, which is about double the number presently in existence. 
The total number of schools in the area in 1950 was 8. By 1970 it 
increased to thirteen and with the fifteen new schools planned for 
the near future the area will have 28 schools. 

CONCLUSION 

Presently there is no Branch Library in the previously 
described Southwest Area. The above statistics all point out that 
there is presently a strong need for a Branch Library, and, moreover, 


they demonstrate that this need will be magnified in the near future.

Mrs. Knoblauch moved the approval of the following resolution: Use 
of the present signatures of the officers of the Board is hereby authorized 
on all warrants until such time as a new signature plate can be received 
sometime in July. Mrs. Buirley seconded the motion and it passed unanimously. 


Mr. Reynolds asked the Board's permission to add David Rust to the 
staff at an annual salary of $5,220.00. Mr. Meyer moved David Rust be added 
to the staff at the recommended salary, seconded by Mrs. Knoblauch and 
carried. 

Mr. Reynolds asked the Board's approval to transfer $2,000.00 from 
budget item 33 to item 312 and spend the same amount for paper. Mr. Meyer 
moved the approval of the transfer, seconded by Mrs. Buirley and carried. 


Mr. Reynolds asked the Board's permission to purchase drapes for Tecumseh 
Branch Library from budget item 442 instead of 411. Mr. Shambaugh moved the 
approval, seconded by Mr. Meyer and passed unanimously. 


A discussion of Carl Light's request to ask the Board if they would 
consider selling the west twelve feet of our lot at the Tecumseh Branch site 
to Mr. Scott to enlarge their grocery store.

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MINUTES OF A SPECIAL MEETING 


An exploratory meeting was held October 16, 1970 with several 
representatives of the Y.W.C.A. Those present were Mrs. Leslie Fry, 
Mrs. Frank Lansing, Miss Barbara Doerr, Miss Jo Anne Valentine and 
Mr. William Sowers. The Public Library was represented by Mr. Charles 
Slater, Mr. Allan Tremper, Mr. Willard Shambaugh and Mr. Fred J. Reynolds. 


The purpose of the meeting was primarily to acquaint the Y.W.C.A. 
representatives with the library board's future need for the Y.W.C.A.'s 
land and the desire to purchase that land, if the possibility of the 
purchase might occur.

Thank you for your letter of September 17, 1970 
regarding your visit to Marshall, Michigan and the enclosed 
materials about the Marshall Historic Home Tour. 


As I mentioned to you, I am currently involved in 
negotiations for the sale of the Plaza property in Marshall.

The current lease runs until December 31, 1972, after which the 
lessee has the right to renew for one five-year term and for one 
two-year term thereafter, each renewal being at the same monthly 
rent.

The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of Fort Wayne and Allen 
County met in regular session at the Main Library, 900 Webster Street, 
November 23, 1970 at 4:00 p.m. All members were present. Mr. Slater 
presided. 


Approval of the minutes of the October 26th meeting was the first item 
on the agenda. Mrs. Buirley moved the minutes be approved as submitted, 
seconded by Mrs. Knoblauch and carried. 


Mr. Reynolds next presented the 1971 Salary List to the Board for 
approval. Mrs. Knoblauch moved the approval of the 1971 Salary List as 
submitted, seconded by Mrs. Buirley and passed unanimously. 


Mr. Reynolds asked the Board's permission to pay Garner Hull an 
additional 4 weeks sick leave, since in the last five years he has had 
only two days sick leave. Mr. Tremper moved the approval of 4 weeks 
additional sick leave for Garner Hull, seconded by Mrs. Buirley and 
carried, 


Mr. Reynolds next discussed the three new holidays in 1971 which are 
Washington's Birthday, Columbus Day and Veterans Day. It was agreed by the 
Board that there would be no change in the current policy in respect to 
holiday closing. 


A discussion on the fuel oil bid which was awarded on August 24, 1970 
was next on the agenda. This bid had a clause stating "for immediate 
acceptance and delivery, subject to price increase or decrease" which was 
overlooked at the time the bid was originally opened. The Board authorized 
Mr. Reynolds to find out from Attorney David Heaton whether we have a right 
to cancel and if it is legal to accept a bid with such a clause. 


Mr. Reynolds told the Board they now own the Georgetown site and asked 
if they wished to close the deal for the Hessen Cassel site contingent on 
the re-zoning.

ROLF FUEL OIL BID 

I have put my recommendation in the form of a draft 
letter to Rolf, which I hope is largely self-explanatory. A 
few comments: 

1. This is not what I would call an escalation clause. 
An escalation clause should be tied to something, such as a 
price index or the cost of labor or supplies or materials or 
transportation. This is just no price at all. 

2. The Library could not legally continue to buy fuel 
oil on this basis even if it wanted to. 

3. The Library is not legally liable at the billed 
rate. At the most it would be liable for the fair market 
value of fuel consumed. 

4. lLassus, of cpurse, has a potential claim against 
the Library here. 

5. The procedure set forth in the letter is proposed 
as a compromise of claims of Rolf and Lassus. A municipal 
corporation like the Library may compromise claims even if the 
compromise involves action or payments which might not other- 


wise be legal procedures or obligations.

We note that your recent billings for fuel oil furnished 
to the Public Library are at a rate higher than the $0.1174 per 
gallong set forth in your bid dated August 24, 1970.

Please accept my apologies for the delay in answering your 
letter under date of November 30th as the writer has been 
out of town during the past ten days. 


Referring to the language of our bid, I cannot possibly see 

how the same could bave been misconstrued. To explain further, 
"the immediate acceptance" part of the clause actually was made 
for both your protection and ours in order to protect the supply 
of the 40,000 gallons of oil. I am sure you are aware of and 
have read in the papers the extreme short supply of all grades 
of fuel oil. The East Coast has been alerted of possible power 
shortages this winter because of the acute shortage of fuel oil. 
We, of course, are well aware of your storage problems since we 
have furnished you oil in the past. We have no way of knowing 
what your tanks would hold and that is why we offered to fill 
your tanks immediately at the $0.117 price, anticipating a 
Refinery increase in the very near future. We spelled out the 
pricing very plainly as follows: 


"subject to price increase or decrease" 


We couldn't possibly make this any clearer as we gave you the 
advantage of decreasing your price if the market so warranted. 


We have had contracts in the past quoted on a firm price for 

the entire heating season only because the Refineries protected 
our price accordingly. This year, the Refineries refused to give 
any firm prices and, therefore, we had to make our bid subject to 
price increase or decrease. 


We suggest thet you check the present Midwest dock prices in 
Chicago on #2 Fuel Oil as this is the market that governs our 
Refinery prices. You will find quoted in the Wall Street Journal 
and the Oil Daily daily prices covering #2 Fuel Oil. The present

We tnen have to add our trucking charge to your various locations 
plus a legitimate profit. 


The following is an example of the exact cost of a delivery made 
to your Harlan Branchs 


On October 20, 1970, your Mr. Harvey Thomas called us saying 
that the Harlan Branch was out of oil. We immediately 
dispatched one of our trucks to Harlan, covering roughly a 
30-mile round trip, and were able to deliver only 76.2 gallons 
of #2 Fuel Oil. This delivery was made at a price of $0.1295 
per gallon. Our loss on the oil itself is .0087¢ per gallon 
pilus a round trip, truck and labor expense of $10.00, and with 
no“profit to. us. 


You can readily see from the above that as much as we would like 
to accommodate you as outlined in Part #1 of your letter, it is 
physically impossible to do so. 


We are indeed sorry that our bid was misconstrued.
